~Next Door: 
Halifax Booming 


(This is the third of a series, 
“They’re at War Next Door,” by 
George Lyon, who spent a month 
in Canada making an exhaustive 
study of the war effort. He 
talked with all kinds of people 
—from Prime Minister William 
Lyon Mackenzie King to the sea- 
men of the North Atlantic con- 
voy. He rode with the “tank- 
ers” at Camp Borden, studied 
all phases of the British Com- 
monwealth air training plan, 
questioned heroes of the convoy. 
Today he continues with a de- 
scription of Halifax in wartime.)

Halifax easily has the most col- 
orful history of any of the east 
coast Canadian ports. 

In 1759, the British General 
Wolfe outfitted” in Halifax the ex- 
pedition which moved successfully 
against Quebec. During the Na- 
poleonic wars Nelson and other 
famous admirals outfitted at this 
-port. There was fair business 
during the Crimean war, but the 
real cleanup came during the 
Civil War. Wealthier classes were 
friendly to the South and the port 
swarmed with blockade runners. 
During this 100-year period, too, 
privateers moved out of Halifax, 
preying upon merchant ships and 
establishing the foundations of 
great fortunes. One Enos Col- 
lins is related to have willed $90,- 
000,000 to his daughter. 

Boomed in 1914. 


Finally came the great bonanza 
of 1914. Halifax was congested 
with the paraphernalia of convoy. 
Troop trains arrived at two-hour 
intervals, days without end. Prices 
skyrocketed. 

Again, great fortunes were 
made. One little shopkeeper, 
across from the docks, bragging of 
his week’s sales, displayed Eng- 
lish banknotes worth 700 pounds. 
Butter was hard to get in Eng- 
land and he had been selling one- 
pound tins to British sailors at a 
fancy price. 

Now Halifax once more is pros- 
perous, although Canada’s War- 
time Prices Board has pegged 
rents and the price of staples. But 
the city’s population has jumped 
from 60,000 to an estimated 120,- 
000 and the housing situation is 
bad. <A visitor picking his way 
along crowded streets finds him- 
self jostling sailors of all nations— 
except German, Italian and Japa- 
nese. Until recently, the wise 
diner-out started for dinner at 4:30 
p. m. if he expected to get a 
table. Norman’s, Halifax’s oppo- 
site number for  Broadway’s 
Lindy’s, is jammed to the doors in 
early morning. 

Sleep on Cots. 

I found the Nova Scotian, the 
city’s leading hotel, as crowded <5 
the Carlton in Washington. Some 
patrons slept on cots in the writ- 
ing room. 

Canada’s real war effort did not 
begin until the British retreat 
from Dunkirk in May, 1940. A 
veteran officer told me that things 
began to hum in Halifax that au- 
tumn, establishing that the Do- 
minion began to hit mass produc- 
tion of war material three months 
after England had sent out her 
frantic call for aid. 

Halifax, like most _ seaports, 
sprawls out in a long strip which 
sideslips down into the harbor. It 
is revealing no military secret to 
say that that harbor today prob- 
ably handles more shipping than 
any other in the world. Fronting 
it are commercial wharves and 
north of those the navy drydocks. 

Halifax is the headquarters of

Win the naval reservation are some 
10,000 men in service or in train- 
ing. Specialized training ranges 
from signaling to gunnery.. Add to 
the navy the men from merchant 
ships which have put into the port 
and you get a fairly good hint of 
what Halifax is like on Saturday 
night. 

There are movies, of course, and 
all the usual civilian organizations 
which follow men to war, but 
their facilities are pretty limited 
and a sailor who has thumbed his 
nose at death across 3,000 miles of 
gale and icy sea and then spent 
four days aboard ship once he was 
in port doesn’t get such a hell of 
a kick out of a Y. M. C. A. on Sat- 
urday night. 

There are no open saloons or 


beer parlors in Halifax and if a 
sailor wants beer when he gets 
ashore he can buy it, but he has 
‘no place to drink it. 
cause the Nova Scotia law says 
he must take it directly to his 
place of residence and consume it 
only there. He can’t take it back 
to his ship because he’d land in 
the brig and he can’t go to a ho- 
tel because he probably couldn’t 
find a hotel room available even 
if he had the money to spare. 

So he doesn’t buy beer. He buys 
the power of cordite. He drinks 
termines to see life. Thus he ‘is 
likely to end up in a dive where 
the madame promptly gives him 
a spiked drink and then telephones 
the ‘navy patrol that a wicked 
sailor is very ill in her nice, quiet 
home and won’t the patrol please 
come and get him. And now that 
the liquor stores close at noon Sat- 
urday, a new regulation, sailors 
who want a drink are driven by 
the law into the nearest blind pig. 

They’re Simply Human. 

I don’t want to give the im- 
pression that these men of the sea 
are a lot of rollicking drunkards. 


| They aren’t. They simply are hu- 


‘noisy teetotaler minority in the 
provincial parliament, they would 
be able to drink a few beers like 
decent citizens in public and then 
go back to their ships. 

“If a law were ever devised to 
promote drunkenness,” one naval 
officer told me, “it’s the-gne we 
have here in Nova Scotia.” 

The navy handles venereal dis- 
'ease frankly and practically. Rec- 
| ognizing the fact that men will go 
ashore, it gives them lectures on 
sex infection and provides free 
prophylaxis. Officers told me that 
venereal disease figures in Hali- 
fax were amazingly low as com- 
pared with those in 1914-18. 


Interesting People. 


I saw many people in Halifax 
whom I would like to have known 
better—Earl Beatty, son of the fa- 
mous British admiral, who asked 
me to tell his cousin, Marshall 
Field, that without the merchant 
/marine the war could not be won; 
a brother of Gar Wood, the speed- 
boat king (I can’t find his first 
name in my notes), who. had 
brought a “crash boat,” or high 
speed floating hospital, to the port 
for trials; and F. J. Day, released 
from the cableship Cyrus Field to 
‘route ships across the north At- 
\lantic. He said: “Tell the West-

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The Next Move! 

Greece is finished off, with the last tragic 
chapter of losses in men, materials and morale 
now being written. 

The loss is a heavy one. It does not mean 
the end of the war. It does not mean the Ger- 
mans have made a great gain in the campaign 
to take the British Isles. But it does indicate 
again that England does not yet have war ma- 
terials of a quality or quantity to match those 
of the Axis troops and that her lines of supply 
and escape are too vulnerable to air attack to 
be effective. 

Germany’s and Hitler’s next move occupies 
the attention of the world opposing him. 

He may strike east through Turkey. 

He may focus on the African campaign. 

He may concentrate on the Gibraltar attack. 

It is even possible he may do something his 
staff heretofore has not allowed—attempt two 
campaigns at once. To date the Germans have 
had the tremendous advantage of choosing the 
time and place for attack. And have had but 
one campaign at a time. 

There are two reasons for the possibility of 
a double attack. It would have the same pur- 
pose. 

The reason for the attack and drive on Suez 
is to close the eastern end of the Mediter- 
ranean. The Mediterranean is a British lake 
and not at all the “mare nostrum” as Benito 
Mussolini was wont to boast. 

The reason for a simultaneous attack on 
Gilbraltar would be to close the other end of 
the Mediterranean. If this could be accom- 
plished it would trap a large portion of the 
British fleet. 

It is not at all necessary to capture Gibral- 
tar itself. The huge rock is not too important. 
If the Germans can make its harbor too dan- 
serous for battleships to remain there, they 
will have uchieved their chief purpose. They 
are believed to have guns, 14-inch guns, at 
Algeciras, less than five miles from the harbor. 
And their guns which dominate the strait, 
which is nine miles wide at its narrowest point, 
long have been reported as placed at Tarifa in 
Spain and at Ceuta in Spanish Morocco. These 
12 and 14-inch guns were reported to have been 
placed there during the Spanish civil war. 

Germany wishes to bottle up the Mediter- 
ranean and destroy; or make impotent, as much 
of the British fleet as possible. 

Germany knows the real battle is not in 
Greece, in Africa or at Gilbraltar, but in the 
Atlantic. 

It is becoming more and more obvious to 
this country that England is not prepared to 
fight a prepared Germany and that only with 
aid from this country may she survive. 

Public opinion is slow to move. It still is not 
in favor of convoys for American goods going 
to England. : 

It still is not awake to the dangerous near- 
ness of our own involvement in war and our 

own stake in the battle of the Atlantic. 
Summer hardly will pass without our be- 
coming aware.

An election of great importance to Georgians 
but bearing little significance to the voters of 
Lowndes county will be held on June 3. 

Georgians will be asked to trek to the polls on 
this date and approve or disapprove 68 proposed 
amendments to the state constitution. 


Most of them, in their scope of influence, are 
of a local nature, but seven of the proposed 
amendments are of direct state-wide importance. 

One of the amendments provides for a four- 
year term for the governor and other state offi- 
cials; a second asks annual sessions of the Georgia 
legislature; and still a third would exempt from 
state and local taxation all non-profit membership 
corporations. engaged in rural electrification. 

It is unlikely that many voters will go to the 
trouble of exercising their right of franchise on 
this date, and that is why we are appealing to the 
public for a reawakening of their responsibility to 
their local, state, and national government. 

Not only is it undemocratic to stay away from 
the polls when any election touching upon the 
affairs of your city, county, state or nation is 
being held; but it is an insult to our system of 
government,

THE CAPITAL PARADE

‘ECONOMIC HALF-MEASURES WASHINGTON, April 22. 


Every informed person 
here agrees that the result may be tragedy abroad if the all-out 
American war effort is put off much longer. A few of the more 
far-sighted government officials are also beginning to realize that 
a secondary result will be tragedy at home. For it will be im- 
possible to control the economic effects of. the defense program so 
long as the country continues on a business-as-usual basis. And 
until the real all-out effort starts, the transition from business as 
usual to a state of emergency can hardly be made. 

In certain offices at the Treasury, among both businessmen and 
economists at the Office of Production Management, and almost 
everywhere else in Washington where men know the true facts, 
you hear the same desperately worried murmuring. In two years 
the national income is to be increased by $30,000,000,000. In two 
years $40,400,000,000:is to be poured into the national economy by 
the government. In two years the entire visible labor supply is 
to be exhausted, and an acute labor shortage is to be created. With- 
out the most stringent controls, such overwhelming stimuli as these 
can produce only one reaction—complete economic chaos. 


INSTALLMENT CONTROL A striking symptom of the 

growing concern for the eco- 
nomic future is the informal negotiation now in progress between 
certain government leaders and executives of the automobile com- 
panies. The government men are asking the motor companies to 
cut the term of their installment buying contracts from the usual 
18 to 20 months down to a maximum of a year. It is thought that 
if the motor and finance companies agree, this will have the effect 
of reducing total automobile purchases. And this, in turn, will tend 
to ease the automobile business’ competition with the defense pro- 
gram for raw materials and semifinished products, and will also 
have an anti-inflationary effect. 

The negotiation, which is still only in the sounding-out stage, 
is part of a broad plan that is to apply to all the other so-called 
‘consumers’ durable goods industries’’—such as the refrigerator in- 
dustry, the washing machine industry, and so on. The plan will, 
of course, meet with the bitterest sort of. opposition from the finance 
companies. Labor groups are likely to be aroused. The general 
buying public itself is hardly likely to understand such an indireet 
attack on its buying power. In short, while the plan may be a step 
in the right direction, it has all the usual defects of half-measures. 

Some other half-measures are also being taken. The improvised 
system of price control put in force by Leon Henderson’s price ad- 
ministration is one of these half-measures. Another is the Treasury 
scheme to divert national income from consumption spending to 
saving, by a big drive to sell new defense bonds and stamps, now 
set to start on May 1. Moreover, there is the Treasury tax pro- 
gram, which cannot be classed as a mere half-measure. By raising 
levies all along the line, it is calculated to produce $3,500,000,000 
in revenue. The test of its honesty of purpose is the fact that heavy 
taxes are to be imposed on the lower income groups, which have 
the largest mass buying power, yet which have always escaped 
almost scot-free from the annual tax revisions. 


KEYNESIAN PLAN The President himself has largely ac- 

cepted the theories of wartime eco- 
nomics propounded by the British economist, John Maynard Keynes. 
The Keynesian plan is to finance the war and prevent consumer 
competition with defense by restricting consumer opportunities and 
forcing savings. Taking an imaginary case, this means that a muni- 
tions worker with five pounds a week cannot spend more than 
three pounds on consumers’ goods, and must pay over the rest to 
the government, to finance the war, either in taxes or in the form 
of investment in war savings. The plan has been adopted by the 
British government, and has worked very well to date. It has many 
natural friends here, since Keynes is also the author of the cele- 
brated New Deal spending theory of peacetime economics. And 
if it has been largely accepted by the President, it has been swal- 
lowed whole by most other men in Washington, both business lead- 
ers and New Dealers. 

If you lay the half-measures thus far embarked on against the 
Keynesian plan, their utter inadequacy is immediately revealed. It 
is frankly and gloomily admitted, indeed, by virtually every com- 
petent authority in the government, while business leaders, such as 
Bernard M. Baruch, beat the government men to the post in point- 


ing out the dangers inherent in the present situation. 

The essential difficulties to be overcome before: the situation 
can be dealt with are the same difficulties that stand in the*way 
of a proper war effort in all other fields of activity. The govern- 
ment is disorganized, and instead of a unified, coherent approach 
to the problem, the country gets the results of the incoherent clamor

Before 
her will be the girls who are learning to be better citizens of the 
state. 

A great many persons give great sums of money and never 
see a result such as Mrs. Atkinson can see as the product of an idea, 
Looking back across 50 years she can see hundreds of girls, many 
of whom would never have had an education but for her idea, 
50 years ago. 


One wonders what became of the girls who stopped hoeing 
cotton 50 years ago to hide their faces in shame. 

Is there one somewhere, a grandmother today, who 
hiding her face when a carriage went by. 

One wonders what they thought, those in the field, as \they 
turned their sunburned, sweaty faces away from the lady who 
rode by on the pike? 

It would be the perfect end to the story if one could say: 

“I remember turning my face away. And I was able to send 
my daughter, years later, to that college in south Georgia. She did 
not have to hoe in the cotton rows.”

THEY STILL HOE There still are girls who hoe in the cotton 
rows, their faces dripping sweat, their 
minds numb with weariness and lack of hope. | 
Who will have the idea for them? 


They live on small farms. Their fathers are caught in the sys- 
tem of farming which has gone steadily downhill since the War 
Between the States. The northern industrialists began then the ruin 
of the farmers of the south and west. Industry and labor both have 
ignored the farmer and his plight. Labor now would have him 
join a union and cannot understand why he is suspicious of labor, 

The farmer has been ground between the two stones of the in- 
dustrial mill. It is not surprising we have a lessening of farm 
population; that fields wash away; that more and more boys and 
girls leave the farms to come into the cities, hunting jobs. There 
isn’t much to hold them on the farms where the cotton is to be 
hoed and where one doesn’t know if the cotton will bring in the 
price of a cotton dress. 


I think schools could be set up which would meet certain prob- 
lems. Which would teach a little arithmetic, enough to figure out 
budgets and costs; which would teach a little farm chemistry with- 
out calling it chemistry; which would teach canning; which would 
teach cooking and the preparation of a balanced diet from plain, 
simple foods. It would be a school which would have no grades; 
which would not lead to high school or to college. It would be a 
school which would meet the every-day needs of a community and 
a people. I think they could have winter courses for the boys. 
They ought to be free or at least cost so little anyone could go. 
They might have summer courses. Only those 18 or more years 
old could go to my school. I think we now need that sort of school. 
No big buildings. Just a plain, people’s school which would tell the 
boys and girls who hoe how to have a better life,

Treason, in England, is “any injury committed upon the sov- 
ereign;” in a land where the state means a dictator, it is any injury 
done to the state; but in a free land, where the people are the 
source of law and government, it is any injury done to the people, 

When the people in a church split into venomous, fighting 
factions, they do not mean to injure the church. In fact, all 
profess to love it. Their only purpose is to master or drive out 
the hateful people in the other faction; yet it is the church that 
suffers, for it is shamed and weakened and in some instances 
virtually destroyed. 


Benedict Arnold had no desire to destroy his country. His only 
purpose to injure and “get even” with the stupid and unjust polie — 
ticians who had ignored him and promoted lesser men above him. 
He had been maimed in his country’s service; he had: proved his 
worth by winning victories; now if the little politicians hadn’t 
brains and decency enough to reward him fairly, he would have 
no more to do with them. He wasn’t thinking of the country. He 
thought only of hateful people. 


The French workers who deliberately delayed and sabotaged 
production after the war began had no thought of betraying France. 
They loved their country. But they were afraid of losing the 
gains they had made under the Socialist government. They were « 
tt their employers—not France. They didn’t mean to be 
raltors., 


Neither did the business men who held goods for higher prices, 
nor the industrialists who bribed inspectors to pass faulty planes 
nor the aristocrats who openly said life under Hitler would ce 
better than life under the rule of French Reds. 


They loved France, They desired only to feather their nests, or 
overcome the hatefu@ people who didn’t agree with them; but they 
betrayed France none the less. 


Americans have no desire to betray their country. Their only 
concern is to get more profit and more power and more advan- 
tage. If they fight, it is only to overcome hateful people who 
oppose them. They don’t regard themselves as traitors. But if 
they injure the people, they betray their country, for the people 
are the country. We are at war, and it is time to quit mincing 
words and brand treason as treason.
